HORRID MASSACRE}! 


i — 


We are this evening enabled to lay be- 
| fore our readers the particulars of the 
| massacre at Dartmoor prison, in Eng- 
land, where the blood of sixty-three 
defenceless Americans, was wantonly 
spilt without any cause or provocation 
whatever. We have perused the 
journal of Mr. Andrews, kept during 
his confinement in that prison, and the 
folfowing is the substance of what he 
recorded respecting this bloody affair, 
of which he was an eye witness, and 
narrowly escaped the fate of hjs unfor- 
tunate fellow captives. 


EXTRACT. 


MASSACRE OF AMERICAN PRI- 
SONERS, 
| On the 6th of A'i, at 9 o'clock, P. 
M. Capt. T. G. Shortland, keeper of the 
! Dartmoor prison, happened to discover 
a small hole which had been picked thro’ 
‘one of the inner walls of the prison, by 
some of our boys who preferred any eni- 
ployment to idleness. Upwards of five 
thousand prisoners were, at this time, ci- 
'vihy walking in the yards of the diferent 
i prisons, not dreaming of the approaching 
tragedy, & wholly unconscious of the ex- 
istence ‘of,the linte hole from,which it 
was to’ originate, Instantly the ring- 
jing ofan alarm bell, saluted their aston- 
ished ears; and scarcely had they time to 
lonk their surprise, when the drum beat 
to arms! 

“Curiosity alone prompted them to 
turn their a'tention to the gate, as the on- 
ly avenue, thro’ which they might learn 
the cause of this extraordinary alarm.— 
Each one vas eager to get nearest to the 
source of information, till from the pres- 
sure of some thousands, the gate cave 
way, the crowd with it, and those in the 
rear pressed forward so rapidly, the fore- 
most found it impossible to resist the 
current, but were pushed entirely thro’ 
the passage. 

“ At this moment, Capt. Shortland, at 
the head of the troops, of the garrison, 
entered the inner squire of the prison, 
and drew up his men in a position to

to the prisoners, accompanied with a re- 
quest that a committee be appointed from 
among them to recvive an explanation 
respecting the transactions of the pre- 
ceding evening.——But the survivors, 
smarting under a painful sense of their 
unparalled wrongs, unanimously answer- 
ed (by letter) that as citizens of the Unit- 
ed States of America, they should con- 
ceive ita disgrace and degradation ol 
their national character, to hold any cor- 
respondence with the murderer of their 
countrymen But that ifthe Colonel de- 
sired a conference with the prisoners, 
it would be met on their part with plea- 
sure, and the most satisfactory explana- 
tion of every part of their conduct should 
be given. 

« Accordingly, the Coloncl attended, at 
the gate of the prisun, accompanied by 
Capt. Shortland, with a visage overspread 
with gloom, and glowing with conscious 
guilt. He faintly attempted to justify 
his conduct, and pleaded puTy !——He 
feared te prisoners were attempting to 
escape ! 

“The Colonel patiently heard the sto- 
ries on both sides of the quesiion, and 
promised that it should be submitted to 
the decision of a coroner’s inquest, next 
day, and that a thorough investigation of 
every relative circumstance should then 
take place. 

«T'he prisoners then hoisted the colors 
half-mast on every prison, and visited 
the wounded jn the hospital department.

Report as follows: 

That onthe 6th of April, about six 0- 
clock in the evening, while the prisoners 
were all quict in their respective yards, 
it being about the usual tiine of tuning 
in for the night, and the greater part ot 
the prisoners being then in the prisons, 
the alarm bell was runz,and many of the 
prisoners ran up to the Market-square 
to learn the occasion of the alarm. 
There were ‘hen drawn up in the square, 
several hundred soldiers, with Captai: 
Shortland [the agent] at their head; ik 
was likewise observ d at the same time, 
that additional number of soldiers were 
posting themselves on the walls round 
the prison yards. One of them observ- 
ed to the prisoners, that they had better 
go into the prisons, for they would be 
charged upon directly. ‘his, of course, 
eccasioned considerable alarm among 
them. In this moment of uncertainty, 
they were running in different directi- 
ons, enquiring the cause of the alarm— 
some toward the Market-square. Wien 
about one hundred were collected in the 
square, Capt. Shortland ordered the sol- 
diers to charge upon them, which order 
the soltliers were reluctant in obeving, as 
the prisoners were using no violence ; 
but on the order being repeated, they 
made a charge, and the prisoners re- 
treated out of the square into the prison 
yards, and shut the gates after them.— 
Captain Shortland, himsclf, opened the 
gates, and ordered the soldiers to fire in 
athong the prisoners, who were all re- 
treating in different directions towards 
their respective p'isons.—~-It appears 
there was some hesitation in the minds 
of the officers, whether or not it was pro- 
per to fire upon the prisoners in that si- 
tuation; on which Shortland seized a 
musket out of the: hands of a soldier, 
which he fired. Immediately after, the 
fire became general, and many of the 
prisoners were cither killed or wounded. 
The remainder were endeavoring to get 
into the prisens, when going towards the 
lower doors, the soldiers on the walls 
ficing on them fronj/that quarter Which 
killed some and wounded others. After 
‘much diflrculty, [all the doors being clos- 
ed in the entrance, but one in’each pri- 
son} the survivors succeeded in gaining 
the prisons; immediately after which, 
parties of soldigrs came to the dedi'sćof 
‘Nos. 3 & 4 prisons, and fired several Vol- |, 
lies into them thro’ the windows & doors, 
which killed one man in each prisan and 
seyercly wounded others; 


First—The sanguinary disposition ma- 
nifested on every occasion by Shortland, 
he having, prior to this time, ordered the 
soldicrs to fre into the prisens through 
the prison windows, upon unarmed, pri- 
soners asleep in their hammocks, on ac- 
count of alight being scen inthe prisons ; 
which barbarousact was repeated several 
nights successively, That murder was 
not then committed, was owing to an o- 
verruling Providence alonc ; for the balls 
were picked up in the prison, where 
they passed through the hammocks ol 
men then asleep in them. He having 
also ordered the soldicrs to fire upon the 
prisoners in the yard of No. 7 prison, be- 
cause they would not deliver up to him 
a man who had escaped from his cachot, 
which order of the commanding officer 
the soldiers refused to obey; and gener- 
ally, he having seized onevery slight pre- 
text toinjure the prisoners, by stopping 
their marketing for iwn days repeatedly, 
and oncéa third part of their provision for 
the same length of time.
